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IV. REMARKS ON THE AMENDMENT TO THE CLAIMS 
Claims 10 and 35 have been amended in response to the rejection under 35 
U.S.C § 112, second paragraph. The amendment also addresses the objection to 
claims 10, 13-15 and 35 based upon inclusion of non-elected subject matter. 
Claim 21 was amended in response to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph. Claim 21 was also amended to clarify the claim language. 
Claim 36 was amended in response to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph. 

Claim 38 was amended in response to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph. 

Claim 43 was canceled thereby rendering moot the rejection under 35 U.S.C § 
112, second paragraph. 

Claim 13 was amended to clarify the claim in response to the amendment to 
claim 10. r 
Although withdrawn from consideration by the Examiner, Claims 16-20 were 
amended so that the language was similar to claim 10. It is anticipated that this 
amendment will accelerate prosecution in the event that The Office grants 
Applicant petition for withdrawal of the restriction requirement. In the event 
that the petition is again denied, these claims can be again amended or canceled. 
Although withdrawn from consideration by the Examiner, Claims 24-28 were 
amended to clarify claim language. It is anticipated that this amendment will 
accelerate prosecution in the event that The Office grants Applicant petition for 
withdrawal of the restriction requirement. In the event that the petition is again 
denied, these claims can be again amended or canceled. 
Claim 45 was amended to delete non-elected subject matter. 
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V. RESPONSE TO THE OBTECTIONS / REJECTIONS 

1. Objections: 

In response to the objection stating that certain of the claims as still containing 
non-elected subject matter, a request for reconsideration of the Decision on Petition 
(dated April 12, 2005) was filed by Applicant on June 10, 2005. Until action on said 
request for reconsideration has been taken, it is believed that the requirement to amend 
the claims to redact said non-elected subject matter is improper. Accordingly, some of 
the claims have not been amended. As stated in the remarks section above, others have, 
notwithstanding the request for consideration of the restriction requirement, been 
amended to redact the non-elected subject matter. Accordingly, it is believed that 
claims 10, 13-15, 35 and 45 do not include non-elected subject matter that therefore 
should now be allowable. 

2. Rejections based upon 35 U.S.C § 112, second paragraph 

This response includes a request for amendment to claims 10, 21, 35, 36, 38. 
Based upon said amendments, it is believed that these rejections are now moot. Claim 
43 was canceled. Accordingly the rejection of claim 43 should now be moot. 
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VI. SUMMARY 

In consideration of the preceding amendments and remarks, Applicant hereby 
respectfully requests reconsideration of all pending claims. Applicant reiterates that it 
is believed that claims 10, 13-15, 35 and 45 are free of non-elected subject matter. Any 
amendment of claims still containing non-elected subject is being stayed until a decision 
on Applicant's renewed petition for reconsideration of the restriction requirement.
